The last plague-infected rat was found at Aiea, 9 miles from Hono- 
lulu, April 12, 1910. 

At Hilo the last case of human plague occurred March 23, 1910. A 
fatal case occurred at Honokaa, in the vicinity of Hilo, December 17, 
1910. 

The last plague-infected rat was found at Piihuona, 4 miles from 
Hilo, April 9, 1910.
